Chemical pest control is an important element 
in conservation, said Mr. Hoyt. Forest pests now 
are regarded as guilty as forest 
fires in causing wildlife destruc- 
tion. As a matter of fact, many 
of the devastating forest fires 
are due to insects. There is no 
need to recount what forest fires 
mean to wildlife. 


Large scale control operations 
usually are under the direction 
of trained personnel. Control of 
forest-destroying insects such 
as the spruce budworm and the 
tussock moth can readily be ob- 
tained by the application of 
DDT at the rate of one pound 
per acre.
